Tha gaoMB aad BHiWMiBto of a 

bbIiooI form a very important part of 

its oorriculum. Teachers do not al- 
waya undantand or appreciato tliia. 
They allow the play hours to take care 

of tLi'inselves or supervise only for the 
aake of order or suppressioo. It is a 
nialakB for teachera to neglect the 
play houra. They abonld have some 
invigoratiDg exercise themselves an*l 
can, on the play ground, mingle with 
tha children in a leas formal way than 
in tha hours of aetoal work. Soma 
tt-iifliers iitni-r pl;iy with the pupils 
They may hold their respect without 
doing so. but it is safe tu say that the 
pupils will like tha teaoltarjbetter if he 
taken part freely In their gamea in a 
pleasant aud social way. If the teach- 
er is arbitrary or dictatorial upon the 
play ground, he may make himself very 
obnoxious to his pupils. This can be 
told by the attitude of the pupils. If 
thay seem diBap|x)inte<l or embarrassed 
whan ha approaches; if they do not 
invito him to play and aaem disap- 
pointed when he refuses, he may be 
sure that his presence is not agreeable. 
When the teacher takes part in the 
ganiaa he should ba on tha aBma foot- 
lag as the pupils. Ha aaad aot aattle 
disputes or use his authority unless 
ia caae of actual insubordination.

AN ACIIK OF STRAWBERRIES. 

Tha Incoma It Will Raturn. 

I have never kept any seperate rec- 
ord of production of one acre of straw- 
berries, and can only give you the re- 
sults of the entire crop, with my opin- 
ion as to the pordnctiveuess of one- 
year old- plants. On page ill I utated 
tha work to be iona and the coat in 
carrying an iicre from planting in 
spring uutill nHilchiiig time iu .win 
ter. When the plants l)egni to grow 
the mulch on them must be loeened 
up, and the heavier part pulled over 

mic the spaces l>eI«>iMl the r iw«, 

where it serves tu conserve moisture 
and to keep the lianriea clean. If the 
beds are weedy they must be gone 
over, and the weeds removi^d l)V hand 
ami carried olT the grouud if seedy 
like chick sveed- If the ground is free 
from ehiekweed and other foal weeds 
the ex|ionse of thia astia waadiog 
could probably lie psiti nut of the 
innciinl Mienli uieil previously as the 
expense of the hrat year. If cbickwecd 
Is present the expaoaa will ba aoaaid- 
erably greater, aa thia it a VBfJ haid 
weed to light. 

As to the s^zo of the crop and the 
amount that ran be netted from it I 
do not know of any crop so liable 
Ui varv, and to vary s > w i lely. as the 
strawberry. Last year we marketed in 
fouad nambera 11,000 quarto from a 
littla lasa than two acres, and they 
aaltad after pa) ing all exix-nses. in- 
cluding picking, sflliug commissions, 
etc, 11,000 at least. Probably 8,000 
.|uarto of these berriea wna In* 
grade and brought the highest pricea, 
the remainder were seconds but still 
superior in quality and higher in price 
than tha ganeral ma of berries. The 
pricea ran from 2B cents to 10 cents 
per quart, few being sold at either of 
the extreme, only oae crato at lU, and 
the large majority at from 12 to 16 
cents. It shonlii be state<| that two- 
thirils of these l)erries came from one- 
half the land planteti, as every nen 
haa ito bad apoto, whieh do not pro- 
duce their share of fruit, aad ao pull 
down the general average The bad 
spots iu my patches were due to some 
rows of Bubach and BraadywlDe, 
which did not do well, and to oaa or 
two verv dry places, and to a few rows 
of Nick Ohtner w liicli li i 1 ln-en allow- 
ed to run for the purpose of raiaing 
planto. I beliava that an acre of 
straw berries one year old, if each part 
did as well aa the Itent, should pro- 
doea at laaat f700 gioaa raaaipte.
